Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

2. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Vignotto e, a, 6,190,102. Wgnotto e. a, teaches an engaging portion on the larger 
diameter portion of the bolt which engages a flange portion and wherein the length of 
the engaging portion is shorter than the thickness of fhe flange portion in the range of 
47-53% of the flange thickness and not exceeding 74%.
